ANTIQUITY 


"THE WANDERING JEW." 


There ia no mystery in the story of 


'The Wandering Jew," so-far as ouch 
a personage is concerned, but there is 
a mystery as to when and how the 
story originated. It Is the etory of 
an imaginary figure, according to the 
Jewish Encyclopedia, ot a shoemaker 
who, 
tuntlng Jesus 
on the way to 


Golgotha, was told by him to "Go on 
forever, until I return," 
. No one seems to know just how this 
story started. So far as can be learned 
the legend first appeared in a pamph- 
let of four leaves which it is supposed 
was . printed at 
Leyden in 1603 by 


ChrlstofC Crutzer, but no printer of 
that name haa b*«n - discovered, :uid tno 
real place and printer cannot now be 
ascertained. 
The legend nprtad quickly through- 


out Germany, no less than eight differ-* 


editions appearing In 
1602; al- 


though forty appeared in Germany be- 
ftire the end of the eighteenth centurj*. 
The story soon passed to other coun- 
tries, and appeared in Engand about 
1625. 
. „., 


The figure of the 
doomed sinner 


forced to wander without hopo of rest 
in death till the millenium, impressed 
itartf upon the popular, imagination 
and passed thence Into literary art; 
mainly with reference to ihrf seeming 
Immortality of the wandering* Hebrew 
race. The legend has been the subject 
of a great number of poems, of several 
novels and tragedies* 


Hans Andersen mada Ilia "Ahas- 


uerus." tho Angel of Doubt, and way 
Imitated by Heller in a poem on "The 
"Wondering of Ahaauerus," which he 
afterwards developed into three cantos. 
Kobert Haromerlfng in his "Ahasver in 
Itome" identifies Xero with tho "Wan- 
dering Jew." 
In France 
K. Quinet 


published his prose epic of the legend 
in 1833, making the subset the judg- 
ment of the world.* anrl Eugene Su» 
wrote, his "Mulf Errant" (The Wander- 
ing Jew) In I3i4. 
. 


" From the Sue work, in which th« 
author 'connects "ther"8tory^"of~Ahas- 
uerus with that of Herodias, most peo- 
•ple-derlve their knowledge of-the le- 
gend. "According to L>. Beubaur, the 
legend ia founded'on tbp words given 
In Matthew.tXVI: •es/fwhtch are, In- 
deed, quited' in the earliest German 
pamphlet of 1602. So, too, John XXI: 
~0, a legend arose In the. church that 
St. John would not die before the sec 
ond coming of 'Christ, while another 
legend declares that the attendant 
Malchus, whose ear Kt. Peter cut ofl 
in the garden 'of-Geth.iem.ane, was con- 
demned to wander .until the second 
coming. 


Tho action of Malchus is associated 


In some way with the scoffing at Je- 
sus. 
An 
actual 
predecossor of the 


"wandering Jew" la recorded 
in tho 


. "Florea Hist^riarum," 
by. Roger of 


Wendover in the year 1228, - A n Ar- 
menian archbishop then viiltlng Eng- 
. land was asked by. the monks of St. 
Albans about the celebrated Joseph of 
Arimathea, who had spoken to Jesu 
and was still alive. ' The archbishop 
answered that he had-himself aeen him 
In Armenia, and ' th.it his name was 
Cnrtaphitus. On passing Jesus carry- 
ing tlic cross he Is reported to have 
said to him: "Go on quicker." Jesus 
thereupon answered: "1 go, but thou 
shall wait till I come.'* 


Moncure D. 
Conway 
attempts to 


connect the legend with others of Im- 
mortal beings, as those of King- Ar- 
thur, Frederick BarbaroHsa and'Thom- 
as the Rhymer, not to speak of Rip 
Van Winkle.

Persons who have represented them- 


selves as. the "Wandering Jew," or 
have been looked upon as such, have 
appeared from time to time within the 
past three centuries. In 1543, a man 
appeared at Hamburg-, Germany,' who 
•affirmed that^hc had been present at 
the passion of Jesus Christ, and that 
since that 
time 
he had wandered 


through many countries. Ho said that 
he was one.of the men who had drag- 
ged Christ before Pilate. Tho • details 
of his story were printed in a.letter 
dated Juno 29, 1564. 


Another man representing himself to 


he the. same character 
appeared in 


Tho Netherlands In 1575. A tew years 
later the "Wandering" Jew arrived at 
Strasburff and, presenting himself be- 
fore the magiutratea. he informed them 
tha'.'hc had visited their city Just 200 
years before, which it is said "proved 
to be true by a reference to tho reg- 
isters of the town." 


The "Wandering Jew" 
was next 


found in the West Indies, and In 1(04 
made his appearance in France and 
caused a considerable sensation. Var- 
ious accounts of such a personage ap- 
pearing In different parts of France at 
this time -were printed, and ho became 
the subject of more tlrnn one popular 
ballad.
